ETJBOPE. 
LoNuoN, April 23.— The "Daily 
News" iu a leading editorial says the 
policy of tho British miniatry is becom- 
ing a' matter of growing importance. 
Military preparations may bo mere 
precautions; but tboie is not one of 
them which does not mark our progress 
to a state of -war. They are understood 
abroad and everyone of them increases 
tho difficulty of maintaining peace. It 
is exceedingly doubtful whether tho 
full impart j^^jeinevro* the so-called 
piouautionB 18 realized. Tho most im- 
portant of all — tho dispatch of native 
troops from India— baa boon pnsHod 
over v.'ith very little remark, although 
tho mettsuio murks a revolution iu our 
Indian military policy. Of ita oll'oots 
on India there will be only too many 
caBes of speatisg. The Indian gOYorn- 
mont ■^ms •wise to gag tho vernacular 
press before calling natives of India to 
tho aid of the nation which holds their 
country by right of conquest. That is 
ft subject on whioh a free native press 
would certainly have had much to say. 
just now, however, we are concerned 
to know whore tboso troopji aro about 
to bo put. Tho native troops aro pre- 
jjai ing to como; but whcro tnoy will bo 
lauded ia a miuiatorial socrot. At Cal- 
cuLta it is given out that their destina- 
tion is Malta, and it may bo; but if bo, 
where are the troops going who aro 
already in that garrison. We may 
tako it tor certain that tho Indian 
troop.s will not be landed at Malta in 
addition to those who are already 
there. Malta is full and the only in- 
fereuoo which can bo drawn ia that by 
the timo Indian regiments arrive 
the destination at puGsent" unknown 
will bo found either for thorn or tho 
corps they will displace. It is quite as 
likely these troops will bo landed at 
Homo Turkish port as that they will go 
to Malta.

Dr. Tolmio said that moat, of tho time 
allotted for spoaking would Imva to bo 
occupied in ropljing to and refuting tho 
many miaatatomonts just mado by Mr.

Ho put Mr. Humphreys right in his his- 
torical references and further to contra- 
dict Mr, H.'s.unfonuded assumptions he 
traced the history of the first Heform Bill 
of 1832, tho ooursQ of which he himself in 
part had witnessed from densely peopled 
and liberal ataadpoiatBin tho old country. 
The Doctor enlarged 'upon the great, im- 
portanco to the country of Mr. Elliott's 
Act. It would bo of benefit to tho present 
as well as to all future well-intentioned 
governments. Having 32 instead of 24 
members to deal with would naturally 
enough not so well "suit tho book" of a 
corrupt minister or ministry. Ho htid in- 
formed thoHouseinMr. Walkem 'a prosenca 
of hia (Mr, Walkem's) endeavor to bribehim 



on the dock matter at tho beginning of the 
season of 1875. Mr. "Walkem invited him 
into the Attornoy-Gonoral's roomto speak 
of a Toronto matter, and after a while in 
a most genial way inquired -whether he 
(Mr. Tolmio) did not own property talked 
of for tho site of the Graving Dock at 
Tliotis Cove, Esquimalt, and after more 
soft sawder concluded by saying that it 
was in hia power to have tho dock aito 
Used whorover ho plaaeod in that harbor. 
He (tho Doctor) had this onoe liatoned to 
tho "voice ot. the temptat"Iong enongh to 
thoroughly satisfy himself as to what the 
gentleman waa pointing «t. Mr. Walkem 
ho would say had nOTor ainco approached 
him, but there was proof in the pages of 
The Oolonist of January, 1876, that Mr. 
Walkem had vainly endeavored through 
emissaries to make Messrs. Elliott aud 
Yeruon falio to the political friends that 
had elected them, and traitorons to their 
associates in the House. One suppossd 
omisinry of Mr. Walkem's had directly 
approached Mr. Elliott with propositions 
rauk with treachery and such as could 
only in rosaon bo supposed to have eman- 
ated from tho leader of the already totter- 
ing Govorumflnt of tho in.?. 

Mr. Drummoud said, as a largo 
property holder, and as a large project is 
about to be organized, would it not have 
been well for you to have givsn the Dry 
Dook land as a gift? 

Mr. Tolmio said ho could not afford it. 
(Hear, hear.). 

Mr. Lee asked whether he knew Mr. 
Humphreys' reaBona for stating tho dook 
award waa paid illegally. Ho said some 
informality had occurrod with roferonoe 
to putting in hia claim before six months. 
Ho know Mr. Tolmio had advice. Mr. W. 
Wilson had told him about this and had 
said Dr. Tolmio had placed himielf in the 
hands of the arbitrators. The. Govern- 
ment had no right to ba liberal with 
other people's money. 

Mr. Tolmio said ho paid uo particular 
attention to this, but had believed that he 
and Mr. Finlayaon would obtain justice, 
Tho Government had obtained legal ad- 
vica on this very question on account of 
the arbitrators^wishing to know whether 
thoy should continue to go on with the 
case. 

Mr. Loo said ho had alvv-aya supported 
the speaker iu this matlorand v.'ould con- 
tinue to do so, but had tho Government 
boon opposed to him then thoy would 
have caused him serious trouble. Every 
man had a right to get what he oonld for 
hia property, whatever it originoliy cost 
him. Ho know Mr. Drummondif he took 
a stovo over to James Bay expected to got 
paid his prioo for it. (Groat laughter and 
chucrsj 

Dr. Tolmio derided tho idea set forth 
in the Standard oi Monday last , viz: That 
the EUiottitos-— -vho had as ^ood n right 
as the Wnlkomites could claim to choose 
tboir own seasons of meeting tho public — 
dreaded to encounter their political au- 
tagonists in publio dobato. Nothing could 
be more untruo. For himself ho greatly 
regretted Mr. Walkem's absence from the 
present mooting. He had desired his 
prfl8eno9,-itf .whioh oaae he '■ would have 
devoted more time io exposurb of his 
(Walkem's) corrupt practices as a poli- 
tician. He next referred to tho bouncing 
manifesto of requirements from Kootenaj', 
after tho election of two Opposition can- 
didates there, as proof of the extreme 
uood in the interests of good government 
ganorally of the passage, of auoh an Aqt 
as that insisted on by the EUiottitos. The 
manifegto in question had in Victoria af- 
forded vast amuflomont and Bome alarre 
as an illustration of Eespousiblo Govern- 
ment as it now ia, and by n writer in Tub 
Colonist it had been meroilossly criticis- 
ed.- The country far and wide must have 
approTod of Elliott's act for not ono peti- 
tion oamo in against it, although for 
weeks and weeks prior to tho difsolution 
it had throngli tho press been before all 
the constitueneios save the very small one 
of Kootenay. He romiuded the assembly 
how readily iu the session of 1873 Victor- 
ians gouorally petitioned against the con- 
stitutional ohanKejeffsbted in spito of that 
petition by the'DeOosmos admihistration. 
Ho much for the DeCosmos-Walkem par- 
ty listening to tho voice of the people. 
The change referred to was the creation 
of a fourtu portfolio and the eraation of 
two unpaid ministers. Again, ho would 
call attention to the readiness with whioh 
recently tho Victoria ratflpayers had peti- 
tioned and otherwise remonstrated against 
■\That was conceived to havo boon impro- 
per action on tho part of a majority of 
the Oily ■ Counoil. British Columbians 
havo never on fitting oooasiou boon slow 
to petition and remonstrate. Their inac- 
tion as against tho Elliott bill waa most 
irrefragable proof jf their approval of it, 
and to this most significant fact he bogged 
to draw tho serious, thoughtful attention 
of all presont. The Doctor, in refutation 
of Mr. Humphreys, touched ou several 
other important qaestions, in/^, a^ia the 
railway, aud in particular referred to Mr. 
Humphreys' bearing towards the Tres- 
pass Act. Before sitting down he would 
put the following questions to Mr. Hum- 
phreys, namely: 

What havo yon done for publio ednoa- 
tion ? 

Mr. Humphreys, after some timo 
glittcringly answered, that long ago, in 
the days of Crown Colony government, 
ho had moved for or obtained a grant 
from tho Government for educational 
purposes. 

TUeu, remarked the Doctor, you have 
since rested from your labors iu that great 
and good oauBO. (Ijaughter.) 

Dr. Tolmio — State how many Acts you 
havo had framed and have managed to 
carry through the house from tho begin- 
ning of session of 1875 until the end of 
session of 1878 ? 

Mr. Humphreys replied that he had in 
the House been the author of msny good 
resolntions, which had formod tho basis, 
the permeating spirit, the life and soul of 
good Acts afterwards passed. 

Mr. Thomaa Lee said the Constitution 
Bill would form n serious question for 
the coming 'olecticn; but there was one 
thing he thought most important and that 
was retrenchment. Ho had heard Mr. 
Walkem advocate this very thing only the 
other night and to say that be would com- 
meuco -with the ministers, At present 
members did not ao much work for their 
constituoutB as for themselves. It waa 
one continual scramble for power or treas- 
ury benches. (Cheers). Considering tho 
dosirabiliiy of rotronohment ho moved a 
resolution to urge upon their next repre- 
sentatives that they could beat servo their 
constituents by urging a reduction of 
ministers' salaries from §3500 to §2500. 
Seconded by Mr. G. Deans. 

Dr. Tolmie asked to amend it to read 
§3000 with no indemnity. He mentioned 
that after careful and continued observa- 
tion during session and during recess, ho 
had become satisfied that throe paid min- 
isters were quite sufficient to carry on tho 
businesa of the country. There is no 



such firm support he said for a ministry 
as tho unsought, and readily tendered ad- 
vice and aid of their adheronts in tho 
Houso, and the respect entertained for 
thorn throughout tha cocatiiuenoiea for 
ability and integrity. Thi» hs thought 
tha Elliott govarnmeat h«d dossrved and 
now onjoyod, despite the dark cabals of 
their political antagonista. (Hesr, hear.) 

Mr. Leo accepted tho amendment. 

Mr. Humphreys to whom these pro- 
ceedings appeared greatly distastoful 
again tried a glittering generality in tho 
shape of a fence bestriding motion or snj;- 
RGstion that nothing definite should be 
llxod on but a simple uou committal doc- 
laration agrood to favoring retrenchment. 

Mr. Lee retorted that it was the duty of 
each district to state what they thought 
tho proper salary. Qontlomen osch ses- 
sion had gone into the Houso -with the 
cry of retronchmeni. Mr. Beaven had 
done that and ho believed that he had 
been moat instramontal in keeping up the 
high salaries (hoar, hear); henotioedMr. 
Baavon forgot- to adiocata reduction of 
of salariea at the meeting tho other night. 
Mr. Elliott hiid stated ho would reduce 
tho salariou even lower than he had pre- 
posod in the Houso and ho (Mr, Bee) ho- 
lievad him. Mr. Beaven was no doubt 
very willing to employ cheap labor, such 
as Uhintimen; but tha country wanted ro- 
trenchTOout at hoadquartora. 

Tho resolution -708 then put and carried 
almost nnauimouoly. . . .' 

Mr. Wilson Brown apologized for being 
unable to address ths meeting but hoped 
to meet tho olootors on another occasion, 
and asked tho chairman to road an address 
from him to tho votori of the district. 

Mr. Ooorgo Deans then moved tha fol- 
lowing resolution which tha chairman do. 
clarod carried by 11 against 10: "That 
this meeting has no confiden'oe i& the ad- 
ministration of public affiiifs by tho pres- 
ent govornment." 

A roaohition favorable to Mr, Hnmph* 
reys waa then anrried. 

A veto of thanks waa tendered thsohair- 
man and the meeting diisolTOd stJLl.05 
o'clock, ,. • .
